entire taxable property of the State, 
real and personal, is but thirty mil- 
lions of dollars, exclusive of the pro- 
ceeds of mines. 
It is thus seen that 


live-sixths of oar property {notcount- 
ing proceeds of mines} is tmtaxed, 
and this ia owned chiefly by non-res- 
idents of Ihia Stato. 
Hence, making 


all our property bear its equal bur- 
den of taxation, ns in California, the 
State tax of 90 cents on the $100 
would be reduced to 15 cents on the 
$100, and yet produce the same 
amount ol revenue as is now col- 
lected. 


But mining being onr greatest in- 


dustry it was thought best by tho 
people in framing their Constitution 
to foster it to the fullest extent, and 
therefore exempting it from taxation, 
stipulating that only the proceeds of 
the mines should be taxed. 


If early Territorial and county 


debts, with extravagant salaries in 
Stato aud eonnty offices at present 
render the rate of taxation unreason- 
ably high, the remoJy is in catting 
da\vn these salaries and in general 
economy in Stale and county matters, 
and not in abolishing tho tax on the 
property of wealthy corporations and 
thereby increase the burdens of the 
small property owners. All that I 
have said on the subject of finance is 
of course dependent upon the collec- 
tion of the tax on the net proceeds of 
the mines. 


Xo corporation or individual sbonld 


be allowed to contest a tax until it is 
paid. Thu Stato is able and Trilling 
to refund any.tax the Courts way 
ilecido illegal. If the Legislature, 
however, deems it best iiot to collect 
ibis tax by summary process, it will 
ba necessary; to meet the ordinary 
expenses of tho State Government, 
to authorize the proper oflicers to 
borrow, nnd for you to raise the rate 
of taxation on real and personal 
property to at least one per cent, of 
its valuation.

That part of Governor Bradley':; 


message relating to the tax cu net 
proceeds of mines is worthy of care- 
ful reading. The Governor says: 


During the last year there has been 


persistent sfforts oo the part of some 
California mining companies, doing 
business in this State, to evade the 
payment of their just taxes on tbe 
net proceeds of mines. 
Notwith- 


standing their property is especially 
favored by onr Constitution in levy- 
ing tases, and the amount assessed to 
them is not over ten per cent, of that 
assessed.to our citizens on their real 
and personal property, still they will 
not pay so long as it is possible to 
avoid pay men c. I have no means of 
ascertaining the value of our mines 
aa represented oil tho StocJt Boards 
for tho year 187(3, but I find in tho 
Statinticiait that the average value for 
the year 1875 was in rouutl numbers 
S137,0i»,000. 


In this estimate are included stocks 


representing mines in California and 
Idaho, but as their aggregate will 
not reach even.one per cent, of the 
above value, the amount is too insig- 
nific nt to be noticed in these gen- 
eral remarks. 


In addition te our mines represent- 


ed on tho San Francisco Stock Boards 
v.-o have a large number of mines not 
incorporated and many companies, 
especially English ones, of great 
value, whose stocks are never called 
on the Board.
